   (II) A MINIMUM OF 10% OF THE TOTAL DOLLAR VALUE OF 10 

CONTRACTS AWARDED BY THE COMMISSION IS TO BE MADE DIRECTLY OR 11 

INDIRECTLY FROM CERTIFIED MINORITY BUSINESS ENTERPRISES CLASSIFIED 12 

AS WOMEN–OWNED BUSINESSES; AND 13 

 

   (III) AN OVERALL MINIMUM OF 25% OF THE TOTAL DOLLAR 14 

VALUE OF CONTRACTS AWARDED BY THE COMMISSION IS TO BE MADE 15 

DIRECTLY OR INDIRECTLY FROM ALL CERTIFIED MINORITY BUSINESS 16

   (ii) a program is necessary to remedy the effects of this past 28

SERVICES THAT ARE NOT COVERED UNDER § 20–203 OF THIS SUBTITLE TO TRY 32

   (II) A MINIMUM OF 10% OF THE TOTAL DOLLAR VALUE OF 5 

CONTRACTS AWARDED BY THE COMMISSION IS TO BE MADE DIRECTLY OR 6 

INDIRECTLY FROM CERTIFIED MINORITY BUSINESS ENTERPRISES CLASSIFIED 7 

AS WOMEN–OWNED BUSINESSES; AND 8 

 

   (III) AN OVERALL MINIMUM OF 25% OF THE TOTAL DOLLAR 9 

VALUE OF CONTRACTS AWARDED BY THE COMMISSION IS TO BE MADE 10 

DIRECTLY OR INDIRECTLY FROM ALL CERTIFIED MINORITY BUSINESS 11 

ENTERPRISES. 12 

 

  (3) The Office shall administer the program established under this 13
